1945, THE 4TH YEAR OF WORLD WAR 11, WITNESSED A 
VARIETY OF CHANGES IN LIVING STANDARDS AND MUCH PERSONAL IN- 
CONVENIENCE SUCH AS OVERCROWDING AND RESTRICTIONS UPON FOOD 
AND CLOTHING, BUT NO MEASURABLE ILL EFFECTS UPON PUBLIC HEALTH, 
MORBIDITY AND MORTALITY RATES IN NEWARK MAINTAINED THE EXCELL- 
ENT PROGRESS OF RECENT PRE-WAR YEARS.

THE HEALTH STORY OF 1945 
INTERESTING OEVELOPMENTS 


N THIS, MY 30TH ANNUAL REPORT AS HEALTH OFFICER, | AM PLEASED TO STATE THAT 
HEALTH CONBITIONS CONTINUED EXCELLENT DURING 1945. SOME MORTALITY RATES HAVE SET NEW 
LOW RECORDS SUCH AS TUBERCULOSIS AND PNEUMONIA AND THERE WAS NOT A SINGLE CASE OR DEATH 
FROM DIPHTHERIA DURING THE YEAR, OTHER CONDITIONS WHICH HAD BEEN EXPECTED TO SHOW A 
DEFINITE INCREASE DUE TO WAR-TIME STRESS AND STRAIN HAVE CONTINUED AT AN EXCEEDINGLY 
LOW RATE SUCH AS INFANT MORTALITY AND DEATHS FROM ALL CAUSES 


IMMUN IZATION OUR PROGRAM FOR IMMUNIZATION OF PRE-SCHOOL CHILDREN AGAINST DIPH- 
THERIA AND WHOOPING COUGH CONTINUED WITH SUCH SUCCESS THAT WE 

ARE ABLE TO MAINTAIN OUR ALMOST COMPLETE PROTECTION AGAINST DIPHTHERIA AND TO INCREASE 
THE PROPORTION OF CHILDREN PROTECTED AGAINST WHOOPING COUGH, THIS 15 GREATLY AIDED 
BY THE USE OF MATERIAL COMBINED FOR BOTH DIPHTHERIA AND WHOOPING COUGH, OUR PROCED- 
URE IN THE BABY STATIONS 15 TO GIVE THREE COMBINED INJECTIONS ONE MONTH APART AND ON 
THE THIRD VISIT TO ALSO VACCINATE FOR SMALLPOX, THUS IN THREE VISITS А CHILD GETS 
PROTECTION AGAINST THREE DISEASES, THE INJECTION IS I CC ALUM DIPHTHERIA ΤΟΧΟΙΌ AND 
10 BILLION KILLED PERTUSSIS BACILLI, DURING THE YEAR, 3.121 CHILDREN WERE IMMUNIZED 
AGAINST DIPHTHERIA ALONE, AND 1,579 FOR WHOOPING COUGH ALONE, Ац. OF THESE WERE BY 
PRIVATE PHYSICIANS, WHEN THE 6,015 CHILDREN GIVEN SIMULTANEOUS PROTECTION FOR BOTH 


COUGH MATERIAL AND IT 15 REASONABLE TO ESTIMATE THAT 40% я 
НАЗ BEEN SO TREATED, ON THIS ESTIMATE, OUR PREVALENCE RATE WAS FIVE CASES PER THOUS- 
AND AMONG PROTECTED CHILDREN AND 16 CASES PER THOUSAND AMONG UNPROTECTED CHILOREN. 
ALTHOUGH NEW-BORN BABIES HAVE CONSIDERABLE RESISTANCE TO SUCH DISEASES AS MEASLES, 
DIPHTHERIA AND SCARLET FEVER LASTING FOR A FEW MONTHS AFTER BIRTH, THIS 18 NOT TRUE 
OF WHOOPING COUGH. THE DEPARTMENT 1S CONSIDERING EXPANDING ON WHOOPING COUGH EFFORTS 
TO INCLUDE IMMUNIZATION OF EXPECTANT MOTHERS, AS SOME ENCOURAGING RESEARCH HAS INDICATED 
T SUCH INMUNIZATION INCREASES CIRCULATING ANTIBODIES IN THE BLOOD OF NEW-BORN. 


TUBERCULOSIS - X-RAY PROGRAM CONSIDERABLE PROGRESS HAS BEEN WADE IN OUR EFFORT 
TO SECURE CHEST EXAMINATIONS OF THE GREATEST POS- 
SIBLE NUMBER, ESPECIALLY SUCH GROUPS AS FOOD HANDLERS, DOMESTICS, INDUSTRIAL WORKERS 
RING THE 5" FILMS WERE MADE AND 2,106 OF 


EVEN SLIGHTLY SUSPICIOUS, TO SAVE TIME, WHICH LIMITS NUMBER OF SUCH X-RAYS 1 
TESTS, WE INTEND TO TEST VALUE OF SUCH 4"X5" FILMS, REMOVING ONLY OUTER EASILY REM 
COATS, ETC. AND, OF COURSE, METAL OBJECTS ON OR NEAR CHEST. WE UNDERSTAND RECENT 
TRIALS INDICATE CONSIDERABLE TIME SAVING, THUS MORE TESTS PER SESSION AND NO DECREASE 
IN EFFICIENCY. THIS WOULO NOT APPLY, OF COURSE, TO LARGE X-RAY PICTURES FOR CONFIRMA- 
TION OR OF ACTUAL PATIENTS. TWENTY POSITIVE CASES WERE DISCOVERED AND PLACED UNDER 
TREATMENT, WE BELIEVE THAT ONLY THROUGH MASS X-RAY PROGRAMS CAN WE FURTHER REDUCE 
OUR TUBERCULOSIS MORTALITY WHICH REACHED 55.8 IN 1945, THE LOWEST EVER RECORDED. THIS 
18 ONLY ONE-QUARTER OF THE RATE WHICH PREVAILED THIRTY YEARS AGO, WHEN THE DEPARTMENT 
STARTED ITS ACTIVE CONTROL PROGRAM, 


PSITTACOSIS AN INTERESTING DEVELOPMENT DURING THE YEAR WAS THE FACT THAT MANY 
TRANSIENT, OWNERLESS PIGEONS, PARTICULARLY THOSE FREQUENTING 
DOWNTOWN PARKS AND BUILDINGS, WERE PROVEN TO BE INFECTED WITH PSITTACOSIS. BLOOD TESTS 
WERE MADE FROM 23 SUCH PIGEONS AND LABORATORY EXAMINATIONS BY THE ROCKEFELLER FOUNDATION 
SHOWED THAT 15 OR 65% WERE POSITIVE FOR THIS BIRD DISEASE, INASMUCH АЗ SUCH PIGEONS 
HAVE LONG BEEN A SANITARY NUISANCE АМО НАМЕ NO VALUE EXCEPT FOR THE PLEASURE IT AFFOROS 
SOME ELDERLY PEOPLE AND CHILOREN WHO FEED THEM, THE DEPARTMENT MADE PLANS TO TRAP AND 
EXTERMINATE THEM EARLY IN 1946. LEGAL OPINION WAS SECURED TO SHOW THAT EVIDENCE OF 
DISEASE AMONG THE BIRDS JUSTIFIED THE DEPARTMENT IN TAKING SUCH A STEP. А SIMILAR 


DEPARTMENT. PSITTACOSIS IS NOT COMMON AMONG HUMANS BUT THE LITERATURE SHOWS THAT THERE 
HAVE BEEN MANY SUCH CASES AND THAT THE FATALITY RATE AMONG HUMANS 15 QUITE HIGH, 


GENERAL MORTALITY 


DEATHS FOR THE YEAR 1945 FROM ALL CAUSES TOTALED 5,292 OR A OEATH RATE OF 11.6 
PER THOUSAND, BASED ON A POPULATION OF 443,000. THIS COMPARES FAVORABLY WITH THE RATE 
OF 11,5 IN 1944 AND 12.6 IN 1943. THE RATE FOR 1940-1944 INCLUSIVE WAS 11.9. DURING 
THE YEAR, THERE WERE 739 NEGRO DEATHS OR A RATE OF 14.8 ON AN ESTIMATED POPULATION OF 
50,000, | THIS ALSO COMPARES WELL WITH THE RECORD LOW MORTALITY OF 14.1 IN 1944. THIS 
FIGURE INCLUDES ALL DEATHS WITHIN THE CITY LIMITS, AS NEWARK 18 A HOSPITAL CENTER SERV- 
ING MANY NEARBY COMMUNITIES, THE NON-RESIDENT OEATHS IN THE CITY EXCEED THE DEATHS OF 
NEWARKERS DYING ELSEWHERE. SUBTRACTING 857 NON-RESIDENT DEATHS AND ADDING 151 NEWARKERS 
TO HAVE DIED ELSEWHERE, WE HAVE AN ADJUSTED TOTAL OF 4,586 AND AN ADJUSTED RATE 
OF 10.4 PER 1,000. THIS IS EXACTLY THE NORMAL FOR THE PAST 11 YEARS

PRINCIPAL CAUSES OF DEATH 


ME OUTSTANDING CAUSE OF DEATH AS IT HAS BEEN FOR MANY YEARS, WAS ORGANIC 
HEART DISEASE WITH 1,764 DEATHS. THIS CONTINUED THE PROBABLY TEMPORARY DOWNWARD TREND 
WHICH STARTED THE LATTER PART OF 1943 IN WHICH YEAR THE RECORD HIGH WAS ESTABLISHED 
WITH 1,975 HEART DISEASE DEATHS. THE 1,764 HEART DEATHS FORMED APPROXIMATELY ONE-TMIRO 
OF ALL DEATHS. THE NEXT HIGHEST CAUSES WERE CANCER WITH 708 AND APOPLEXY, 486. TUBER- 
CULOSIS, FORMERLY A LEADING CAUSE OF DEATH, FELL TO 247, THE LOWEST SUCH DEATHS EVER 
RECORDED ΙΝ THE CITY. 


THE CAUSE OF DEATH NOT MENTIONED AMONG THE LEADERS WAS PNEUMONIA, (ALL FORMS) 
OF WHICH THERE WERE 216 DEATHS DURING THE YEAR, THIS 15 THE LOWEST EVER RECORDED EX- 
CEPT FOR 1940 WHEN THERE WERE 194 SUCH DEATHS, ALTHOUGH THE REPORTED CASES OF PNEU- 
MONIA ALSO SET A LOW TOTAL OF 1,277, THE PROPORTION OF DEATHS WAS EVEN LOWER, PROBABLY 
DUE TO THE EFFICIENCY AND MORE GENERAL USE OF SULFA DRUGS AND PENICILLIN. 


ACCIDENTAL DEATHS THE 271 ACCIDENTAL DEATHS AMPROXIMATES THE TOTAL OF 270 IN 
1944 AND IS WELL BELOW THE TOTAL OF 304 IN 1943. OF THESE 

DEATHS, 55 WERE DUE TO AUTOMOBILE ACCIDENTS, THIS 18 NEXT TO THE LOWEST FOR SUCH 
DEATHS RECORDED IN THE PAST 20 YEARS COMPARED WITH 77 LAST YEAR AND 90 IN 1943, ΤΗΕ 
FOLLOWING TABLE GIVES THE PRINCIPAL CAUSES OF ACCIDENT DEATHS FOR THE PAST NINE YEAR!

INFANT MORTALITY DURING THE YEAR THERE WERE 390 INFANT DEATHS AND A RATE OF 

34.7 PER THOUSAND BIRTHS. THIS 1$ SOMEWHAT HIGHER THAN THE 
PREVIOUS FOUR YEARS, PARTICULARLY THE RECORD LOW RATE OF 29.3 IN 1942. IT 1S, HOWEVER, 
А LOWER INCREASE THAN HAO BEEN ANTICIPATED WITH THE WAR CONDITIONS AND MANY MOTHER 
WORKING IN DEFENSE PLANTS АМО 15 LOWER THAN ANY RATE PRIOR TO 1940, IT 15 LESS un 
HALF THE RATE OF 25 YEARS AGO. 


MATERNAL MORTALITY THERE WERE 18 DEATHS IN 1945 DUE TO CHILO-GIRTH OR A RATE OF 

M Zx Saa RR 1.5 PER THOUSAND DELIVERIES. ALTHOUGH THIS IS AN EXCELLENT 
RECORD COMPARED WITH PRE-WAR RATES. IT IS DOUBLE THE EXPERIENCE OF 1944 WHEN WE HAD 
THE LOWEST SUCH DEATHS (9) AND THE LOWEST RATE (0.8) EVER RECORDED, LESS THAN 20 
YEARS AGO, THE RATE WAS FOUR TIMES AS HIGH WITH AN AVERAGE OF 70 PUERPERAL DEATHS 
ANNUALLY, THE INCREASE OVER LAST YEAR IS ENTIRELY COVERED BY 4 SEPTICAEMIA DEATHS 
AND 5 DUE TO POST-PARTUM HEMORRHAGE OF WHICH CAUSES WE HAD NONE IN 1944.

BIRD RATE = 25:4 THE Е OR A RATE OF 24.5 LAST YEAR, THE BIRTH RATE 
REACHED A RECORD LOW OF 15.8 WITH 7,236 BIRTHS IN 1936. ΙΤ THEN RAPIDLY INCREASED TO 
A RECORD HIGH OF 28.0 AND 12,016 BIRTHS IN 1942, AFTER DECLINING FOR TWO YEARS, IT 
STARTED THE PRESENT UPWARD TREND LATE IN 1944, THE FOLLOWING TABLE ILLUSTRATES THE

NEGRO HEALTH STATISTICS 


THE ESTIMATED NEGRO POPULATION OF NEWARK 13 50,000 OR APPROXIMATELY 11% OF 
THE TOTAL. ALTHOUGH THE VARIOUS MORTALITY RATES IN THIS GROUP ARE RATHER HIGH, THE 
NATURAL RESULT OF ECONOMIC, EDUCATIONAL AND HOUSING HANDICAPS, A STUDY OF THE VARIOUS 
RATES FOR THE PAST TEN YEARS IS RATHER ENCOURAGING, THE TUBERCULOSIS RATE, FOR EX- 
AMPLE, HAS DECREASEB FROM 368 PER HUNDRED THOUSAND TEN YEARS AGO, TO 230 IN 1945, A 
REDUCTION OF 40%, AND INFANT MORTALITY IN THOSE FEW YEARS HAS FALLEN FROM 89.5 TO 
55.3 PER THOUSAND LIVING BIRTHS, OR A REDUCTION OF APPROXIMATELY 39%. IT IS ENCOUR- 
AGING TO NOTE THAT ONLY 2 PUERPERAL SEPTICEMIA DEATHS HAVE OCCURED IN THE PAST FOUR 
YEARS AMONG 5,208 BIRTHS,

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CONTAGIOUS DISEASE 


CHICKENPOX WAS THE ONLY CHILOHOOD CONTAGION SHOWING PARTICULAR PREVALENCE 
DURING THE YEAR, THERE WERE 3.439 SUCH CASES COMPARED WITH ΑΝ 11-YEAR NORMAL OF 2,630. 
MOST SUCH DISEASES CONTINUED AT AN EXTREMELY LOW POINT PARTICULARLY MEASLES WITH 191 
CASES, THE LOWEST EVER RECORDED, 


TYPHOID OUTBREAK TYPHOID FEVER, WHICH HAS BECOME A RARITY IN THIS CITY EXCEPT 
FOR A FEW CASES ACQUIREO ON VACATION EACH SUMMER AND FALL, 
MADE 175 APPEARANCE EARLY IN AUGUST WITH FIVE CASES REPORTED OVER THE FIRST WEEKEND, 
THREE OF THE FIVE GAVE A HISTORY OF EATING AT ONE HOTEL ΙΝ A SHORE TOWN, IN THE NEXT 
FEW DAYS, SEVERAL MORE CASES GAVE A SIMILAR HISTORY. WITHIN THREE DAYS AFTER THE 
FIRST REPORT, THE STATE HEALTH DEPARTMENT, IMMEDIATELY NOTIFIED BY US, HAD CLOSED THE 
MOTEL, EVENTUALLY, NEWARK HAD NINE CASES AND WE UNDERSTAND New YORK CITY 14, AND SEV- 
ERAL OTHER COMMUNITIES MAD CASES ALL TRACED TO THE SAME HOTEL, А COOK WAS FOUND TO 
HAVE POSITIVE FECES WHO WAS NOT SICK, AND WAS APPARENTLY THE CASE OR CARRIER CAUSING 
THE OUTBREAK. HE 15 NOW UNDER SUPERVISION OF THE HEALTH DEPARTMENT OF A CITY WHERE НЕ 
LIVES - NOT IN NEW JERSEY. OF INTEREST ON TYPHOID, WE HAD TWO OTHER CASES NOT ACQUIRED

53% IN THE FIRST WEEK, THESE DEATHS ARE RELATED TO OBSTETRICAL CONDITIONS AND TO IN- 
FECTIOUS DIARRHEA OF THE NEWBORN, WE HAVE REASON TO BELIEVE THAT INFECTIOUS DIARRHEA
